Miracles , ſending his Angel and shutting the 
mouth of the greedy Lyons, whichin an in- 
ſtant devoured his adverſaries, Whereupon 
the King Darius made a decree commanding 
that in every dominion of his Kingdom men 
fremble and fear before the God of Damel for be.is 
che living God, This verity I may prove out 
of many other paſſages of the-ould Teſtament 
if theſe were nor ſo evident.

For farit of all, Scri= 
prures are ſubje& ro innumerable falſe inters 
pretations, and corruptions of text , every 
Se& drawing them unto their proper ſenſes 
and errors, as we lee by to much experience. 
Secondly, the teſtimonies of holy ancient 
Fathers are diveiſly abuſcd and cited as well 
by the one partie, as by the other. Thirdly 
the authority of generall Councels , and de- 
crees of Synods are by divers faRions allea- 
ged as favouring their ſundrie inventions. 
Fourthly, privat Spzrit can not in any wiſe- 
dome be eſteemed a mark of the true Reli- 
gion, wheras it can be equally pretended by 
all contrary parties, and shewed by none.

The 
Lutherans proclaime their ©wne doGrine as 
the true word of Gad : the Calviniſts on 
the other ſyde ſtand in oppoſition for pointes 
of ther Religion : the Puritants defend their 
owne for the pureſt dorine by word and 
ſword; the [ndependenes no lefle : the Ana- 
baptiſts hould a Religion in ſundrie wayes 
different from the reſt : beſides many other” 
Mcmbers in which the aforfaid Sefctes are dee 
vided. Doe not we behould alſoe the Turkes 
to ophould moſt powerfully their owne 
church and dogrine: the (chiſmatike Grecians 
in hke manner devided from the reſt in do- 
Arine and Rebgion.

FOURTH CHAPTER, 


That miracles ill remaine in the Church of 
Chriſt go the end of the World. 


C Hriſt hath promiſed the power of mira- 

cles to his true Church andBelievers not 

for a certain time, but as long as it ſhould 
ſtand. Bur certain it is, the Church of Chrilt 
muſt ſtand to the end of the world, There- 

fore the power of working miracles ſhall re» 
main in the true Church of Chriſt to the 

end of the world. This abſolute promile is 
cleerly extant in the Goſpel of S. John 14. 1, 4; 
Chap. v. 12+ in the London edition 1640, Ve* 
rily , verily,I ſay unto you , He that beleeveth ws 

me , the Workes that T doe he ſhall doe alſo, and 
greater Workes then theſe ſhall be doe, And | _ 
againe in S. Marks laſt Chapter v.19. he con uk. 
firmeth the aforeſaid promiſe in his very laſt 
wordes parting our of this world to his hea» 
venlyFather, Theſe ſignes ſhall follow them that 
beleeyve in my name, they ſh. caſt out —_ 
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ſhall ſpeakwith niew tongues : they ſhall take up 
ſerpents , aud if they drmck_any deadly thing it 
ſhall not burt them : they ſhall lay handes on the 
fick,, and they ſhall recover, Out of which dis 


vine promiſe it is evident that in the true 


C hurch of Chriſt miracles ſhall perſevere to 
the end of the world. 

Neither to fulifill rhe verity of this pro- 
miſe can you require that every one who 
hath true beliefe muſt work miracles. For if 
that had been meaned,C hrift his promiſe had 
never been true : for neither in the timeof 
the Apoſtles every true believer in particular 
did work miracles , but onely ſome choice 
members to whom God is pleaſed to come 
municate that power within the body of his 
true Catholice Church, | 

Now if | (hew that Chriſt hath continued 
hitherto his forfaid promiſe of preſerving 
trae miracles in his holy Church to our pre- 
ſent age : what reaſon can any have to affire 
me that miracles in our times, and for future 
ages are quite ended and decayed. This pere 
petuall Continuation of miracles will be eaftly 
Proved toany perſon of underſtanding who 


ſhall be pleaſed onely to open his eyes, and 


to looke upon the relation of moſt approved 
Authors, the teſtimony of moſt authenricall 
w itneſles, the authoritie of holy Fathers, the 
conſent of whole Kingdomes,and Contries, 
Whoſe teſtimonie can not be rejected in 4

Romualdus remaine written by B. Petrus 
Damian And in the eleventh age the mira- 
cles of the glorions Saindts of England, King 
Edward , and S. Anſelmus are to this day re- 
corded by Gregory the ſeaventh a moſt lears 
nent and holy author, / 

The 12, and 13. agedid not yeeld ro fors 
mer tymes in the manifould miracles ofS, Ma- 
lachias (the glory of Ireland ) approved by 
the undoubted reſtimony of S. Bernard who 
wrote his life. And alſo in S$. Bernard himſelf, 
whole miracles were ſo numberles, that in 
one day he cured eleven blinde , ten maye 


med, andeighteen lame, as you will finde 
faithfully recorded in his lyfe by Gotfridus 


who then lived, and. was witnes hereof, 
with thouſand others, The ſame glorie of 
miracles ſucceeded in the wonderfull lyfe of 
S, Francis, written and reſtifred by $. Bona- 
ventura, alſoglorious in miracles : and noe 
leſſe in the glorions as of $.

Wherby yow ſee that miracles are conti- 
nued hitherto in all ages, and are conſe-

ly forbidden even to read , fell , or re- 
taine afy bookes treating of Mes ſor- 
cerie , iudiciarie aſtrologie , or of any other 
arte which containeth any expreſle or fe. 
cret pat , covenant , or familiaritie with 
the devil. Our of which it appeareth cleere- 
ly bow frivolous it is to ſay, that miracles' 

one by Catholicks proceed of any healp or 
aſſiſtance of the devil, whoſe favor and fa- 
miliarity is foe haynouſly deteſted among 
them , and eſpecially by ſuch pious and 
exemplar perſons as work, or receaye the 
benefit of miracles. pr 
Finally, it is the cuſtome and praQiſe 
among Catholicks , for receaving of any 
miracle, formerly to diſpoſe themſelves by 
holy workes of repentance of their (innes, 
prayers unto God), almes to the poore, con- 
fidence in Gods affitance, You may judge 
if theſe godly workes are not rather 
meanes to chaſe away the devil, thea to 
obraine his healp or favour. 


As for the ſecond parte;to ſay that the mi- 
racles publiſhed and recorded amongCatho. 
licks are fained by humi arts and inyeations,

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15a very ſleight imagination;for you may be 
pleaſed ro confider that Catholicks never 
ufe to give out for miracles, any effe& thar 
can be performed by human arte, but onely 
fuch thinges as are found to ſurpaſle the ors 
dinarie reach and power of nature,as the rai- 
fing ofthe dead, the curing of ſome incurable 
ficknes;or whe the cure was foe ſuddain that 
by the acknowledgment of DoRtors it could 
not be naturally performed in fo ſhort 8 
tive. It is therefore evident that humi artes. 
or inventions can not performe theſe thinges 
Which are above all power of human arte, 
And if theſe miracles could be attained by 
human meanes, doe you.thinck that Jewes, 
Turkes ,. and other Sees foe long time 
ſhould be deſtirute of the glorie of miracles 
who want noe human power, artes , or in- 
ventions to advance the honour, and credix 
of their Mahomet , or other falfe doctrines, 
Secondly, many of theſe miracles were. 
done in preſence of many thouſands; the reſt 
were examined by Ecclefiafticall and Civil 
Magiſtrates, \worne witneſſes were produ. 
ced, moſt prudent and learned Perſons did 
examen whether they were ſuch as mighe 
proceede by any deluſion of the devil, or 
force of nature , otherwiſe they are not ap-. 
proved.as miracles. Of thele if you lay thar 
nevertheles they are forged , orialſfied you 
ic 


may averre in iike manner that all pub 
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inſtruments are falſely forged though they 
be ſigned With hand , ſeale , and watnelſlegg 
and Iikwiſe that all ſentences hitherto proe 
nonced in Court are falſely and erroneouſly 
declared: for as the aforeſaid, (oe the verity 
of miracles was duely examined , and au- 
thentically approveds 


guſtin gave unto the Pagans denying the hi- 
ſtories of auncient miracles, may give you 
full contentment in our preſent purpole, to- 
wit, if it be lawfull without reaſon to denie 
the miracles which are recorded of former 
tymes, that in like manner all belicfe and 
credit of bookes, and hiſtories await urrerly 
perith , and conſequently that aur. Faith, 
which by writing we receaved from our 
Anceſtours , muſt looſe all credit, and come 
to nothing. 

Take 1 pray the premiſes to your ſerious 
conſideration, as you love your owne [als 
vation , and certainly you will frame this 
concluſion, The glory of all thetemiracles 
Can not in any reaſon be attributed to the 
dcvil, or human invention.

Of which admirable worck , and one of the 
moſt glorious on; earth, that you may be 
more particularly enformed, you-are to 
know by moſt authenticail relation, and 
Witneſſes .publickly recorded that in the 
yeare 1294. the aforeſaid Houſe of Nazareth 
was firſt tranſported by Angels from Pale- 
ſtina ro Slavonija, when the lnfidels did who» 
ly profane the holy Land, ſo: that few

commiſſion of the towne, and territorie 
of Recanati, where this forraine Houſe was 
found tranſported, perſons of ſingular wiſe 
dome, truſt, and fidelitie , were depured 
to goe along to Galilza, and to know
